PEACE MESSAGE 
FOR GERMANY 


Washington —The ZR-3 was declar- 


jed by Sepretaty Wilbur, speaking in 


behalf of the navy, to be “a symbol! of 
peace and friendship between ‘her 
owners, and other nations.” To fur- 
ther define her role, he said the ship 
would be re-christened ‘‘Los Angeles” 
when the government formally takes 
possession.
